Allergies Can Be Checked

I Dear Dr. Thoaieson: The 
' main thing I am allergic to is 
I orris root which is used in 
I perfume and other products. 

' Such products are not labelled 
I as to contents, which makes it 
; difficult, but I have learned 

( about many of them from 
experience. 

About six months ago I began 
tn breathe hard when an allergy 
attack started. I would seem to 
- swell around the neck and 
I cough up phlegm. 

1 I had a chest X-ray and the 
! doctor said I had no trouble In 
I the lungs but that I had chronic 
1 asthma, or it could be called | 
I chronic emphysema, which: 

i could have been caused by 
intog or carbon monoxide. 

Then a lung specialist exam¬ 
ined me and had me take a 
pulmonary function test. He 
said he found no sign of 
emphysema but that I had a 
mechanical obatructiem In the 
branchial tubes caused by ten- 
^lion and probably allergy. 

I Could you explain toe dif¬ 


ference between asthma and 
emphysema, and its relationship 
to allergy?—C. L. B. 

Both asthma and emphysema 
can make you short of breath, 
but lor different reasons. 
Emphysema is a breaking <down 
of the tiny air sacs in the lungs, 
a lost of elasticity, if you 
please. You can’t squeeze as 
much stale air out, hence can't 
breathe as much fivsh air in. 

Asthma is different tn that the 
trouble is caused by spasms in 
the bronchial tubes—there is 
swelling or congestion (or both) 
and it is difficult to Inhale or 
exhale air through the tubes. 

(A pulmonary function test, 
by the way, is the effective way 
to diagnose emphysema; X-rays 
very often will not show emphy¬ 
sema.) 

While there can be various 
euises of asthma, allergies 
which cause swelling of tlw 
tissues in the bronchial area are 
by far the moat lllraly cause. 

I don’t know what y<Ki can do 
about smog and carbon mon- 
• oxide. I'm not alone In not 


knowing any simple way to 
solve that! | 

At the same time. I’m noti 
sure how much of your trouble 
:is being caused by smog. True, 
i smog and other air pollution 
add to the {Hoblem of anyone 
with asthma. But If you can 
control your asthma attacks, 
then the smog shouldn’t bother 
you as much. 

You’ve identified one of the 
things that bothers you, orris 
root. Allergen-free cosmetici 
are really available. My sug¬ 
gestion would be to consult an 
allergist, first of all to see 
whether be can desensitize you 
so orris root won't bother you 
as much. Second, he may be 
able to identify other allergens 
that bother yuu and undertake 
desensitization for them. 

Finally, he may be able to 
p r escribe antihistamines or 
other medications that will 
relitve your allergy attack! 
when they art aevere. U you 
I oan control your allergies, you’ll 
be gettliv at the root ot your 
: asthma. '

Deputy Defence Secretary 
David Packard produced the 
newest juatiRcation for deploy¬ 
ment of the S6.6 billion Safe¬ 
guard ABM system at a Senate 
hearing. Hi.s warning was chal¬ 
lenged immediately by oppon¬ 
ents of the system. 

EXTRA TIME 

Packard argued that without 
an ABM. the president could be 
forced to push a button to 
destroy the Soviet Union within 
perhaps 20 minutes after Rus¬ 
sian missiles were detected on 
radar. The ABM. he said, would 
give the president an additional 
"hedge” in making his decision 
whether to participate in the 
possible destruction of human¬ 
ity. 

Members of the Senate 
foreign relations sulKommittee 
on disarmament rejected the 
argument as another Pentagon 
move to justify what they have 
called "a system in search of a 
mission."

CommiHee members said the

Rusk’s ‘Big Mistake’ 
Bay of Pigs Fiasco 


NEW YORK (AP) — Former U.S. stale secretary Dean 
Rusk said Wednesday his biggest mistake was the Bay of 
Pigs, his gravest hour was the Cuban missile crisis and his 
greatest disappointment was not ending the Vietnam war. 

Rusk told NBC's Today show. "In the Bay of Pjgs, I 
long since have publicly taken my full share of responsibility 
along with President Kennedy for that episode. In the case 
of the Cuban missile crisis, I myself made in writing the 
recommendation which the president adopted, as his course 
of action in the , . . crisis." 


Saisron Talks Offer 


Packard Insisted that the

and this launch guaranteed 
dor»msday not only for our 
enemy iMt also for us — and 
even guaranteed it under cir- 
eumstpDces in which' the presi¬ 
dent might want to check the 
facts rather than shoot from the 
hip.” 

The same kind of situation. 
Packard said, may face the 
United States in the mid-1970s, 
when the Russians will be able 
to knock out the Minuteman 
force with huge SS9 missiles 
carrying 25-megaton warheads. 
He said, "we cannot accept the 
risks of launch-on-wamlng — 
the doomsday machine apK 
pniach.” 

IN FIjmiT 

Sen. Stuart Symington, (D- 
Mo.), said that because the 
Minuteman could be disarmed 
in flight, the president would 
have sufficient time to review 
the facts of the Invasion. 

Sen. Frank Church, (D- 
Idaho.) said the ABM might 
even give the Russians the idea 
they could hit the United States 
without fear rtf massive retalia¬ 
tion. "If we indicate we coitid 
absorb a first strike, it segms to 
me this woldd reduce our 
retaliatory credibility ijy indv 
eating a reluctance to ,reiatf> 
ate," Church said.

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Provincial Inaction 

B ecause the Rose-Blanshard divided roadway is 
carndng such a heavy load of traffic, the expendi¬ 
ture of hundreds of thousands of civic dollars on it 
oannot be regarded as a dead« loss even if the 
provincial government appears to have abandoned or 
ihdefinitcly postponed plans to join It to the Patricia 
Bay and Trans-Canada Highways. It helps gretUy to 
relieve pressure on Douglas Street, whldi according to 
the highways department's recent Indications, will 
<$Dntinue to be the sole highway entrance into ^ctoria 
an unlimited time. But if it is not a waste of 
iponey, neither is it a solution in its present form to 
tlM problem of Douglas Street congestion. 

The trouble is that the Rose-Blanshard artery with 
Its limitadons—it ends at the city’s northern txxmdary, 
with only narrow-road access there—is unable to 
drain enough traffic from Douglas to keep up with the 
growth of the load on the highway entrance. It has 
delayed a critical situation. But, without convenient 
(Sinnections to the two highways, and foremost to the 
Patricia Bay Highway, it cannot continue to do so. 

It is with well-founded dismay as well as surprise 
Aerefore that dvlc authorities re«urd the hii^ways 
department’s decision mat the rebuilt Patricia Bay 
Highway in the section between McKenzie and Carey

Sp, too, is any sort of enterprise such as reeort 
promotion to which the island is particularly well 
adapted, with a dimate comfortably moderate, and 
magnificent vistas of beach and sea, rich in potential 
for sport and recreation. 

The British commissioner, Mr. Anthony liee, • 
representing a government still rei^nsibte for the 
Anguillans’ security and foreign relations, is in the i 
process of planning a program for bringing essential i 
services to the pec^le. Royal Engineers are shortly < 
wpected to build roads and other public works, just as < 
viey did in the ^ly days in British Columbia. 

' Meanwhile, Britain is resuming direct aid with a 
grant of $120,000 a year. 

Canada, and other Commonwealth governments, 

fe rticularIy those in the Caribbean, should be able to 
•operate with the British in guaranteeing an 
essential income for whatever time it takes to bring 
economic stability to the island. Canada should be 
prepared to jrarticipate in whatever program is 
recommended and finally accepted by the Anguillans 
for their own independent future. And Canada, with 
tntereked Commonwealth countries, should take 
^e position of protector, an easy step from 
benefactor, arainst any exidedtation of these essen¬ 
tially peaceful, proud but unsophisticated people. 

It would be a small but worthy project for a big 
country bent on good works.

Most Rivers Stink 


Tokyo has 33 rivers and 
enough canals to make up a 
water area of 2,700.000 square 
metres, about 5 percent of the 
total area of the city. Most of 
these waterways officially are 
polluted. 

A Tokyo metropolitan gov¬ 
ernment paper just issued 
sets the standard of 8.1 parts 
per million of biochemical 
oxygen demand (BOD) as toe 
threshhold of pollution. 

This Is toe level at which 
bacteria in toe water require 
8.1 parts per million of oxnfen 
to break down tiw contamlna- 
tiiyi Into harmless elements. 

When water has a BOD of 
10 parts per miUlon, it 
produces offensive odoit, and 
at least 11 of Tokyo’s 18 
principal rivers are in this 
clast. All but three an above 
the BOD 5 level, which fe the 
maximum permitted for 
Industrial use and fishing. 

Worst of the dark, sluggish 
streams which flow through 
’ the generally low-lying city Is 
the Ayase River In the 
northern .industrial section, 
which averages 42.1 ppm and 
at otw pednt Khlevea the 
leoord d 62 ppm.

Defence Psychiatrist Claims Accused Lied 


Sirhan Mutters, Glares at Prosecution Aide *u 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Sirhan Sirhan. visibly upset by 
insinuations that he lied to a 
(Science psychiatrist, glared at a 
prosecuting attorney and mut¬ 
tered under his breath Wednes¬ 
day. 

The 25-year-old Arab Immi¬ 
grant on trial for the murder of 
Sen. Robert Kennedy was 
restrained by one o/ his attor¬ 
neys and b}^ a baillH \riien he 
half rose from his seat at the 
defence table. 

The incident occurred during 
questioning of Dr. Bernard 
Diamond, the psychiatrist, by 
associate prosecutor David 
Fitts. 

IN TRANCE 

Fitts, cross -examining 
Diamond on his testimony that 
Sirhan was in a self-induced 
trance when he shot Kennedy 
last June 5 at the Ambassador 
Hotel, said: 

"Sirhan never told the truth . 


. . he was not co-operative was 
he?" 

Diamond answered, “I can 
tell when he's lying or not lying. 
I wouldn’t say he was never co- 
opvative," 

HAND SLAPPED 

It was during this exchange 
that Sirhan started to rise teom 
his seat, slapped • hand <« the 
, defence table arul glared dark¬ 
eyed and furious at Fitts. 

Attorney Russell Parsons 
quieted him as head bailiff 
William Conroy moved up be¬ 
hind the defendant to restrain 
him. 

After a previous outburst 
Superior Court Judge Herbert 
Walker threatened to put Sirhan 
into physical r^traint, even 
muzzle him, but he gave no 
indication he saw this incident. 
ON STAND 

' At one point, Diamond said 
Sirhan lied cui the witness stand 
when he denied claims by two 
witnesses that he took rapid-fire 


target practice before going tc 
the Ambassador Hotel the night 
Kennedy was shot. Sirhan testi¬ 
fied he squeezed the tri^er of 
his gun slowly. 

Diamond said it was his 
opinion that Sirhan did fire 
rapidly and did so because it 
was a great emotional outlet for 
him. Sirhan did not want to 
admit this, however, because It 
would disclose his own mental 
illness, Diamond said. 

NO REACTION 

Sirhan showed no reaction 
when Diamond said lie lied, in 
contrast to the outburst when 
Fitts made the same statement. 

The defence is expected to 
rest today and the case could go 
to the jury late next week—the 
13th week of the trial. 

Diamond and Fitts sparred at 
length over testimony that 
Slrhan’s mental Illness — des¬ 
cribed as paranoic schizo¬ 
phrenia — had roots in his 
childhood wh«i he was expired 


to the horrors of Israell-Arab 
warfare in his native Palestine. i 

Sirhan's hatred of the Jews 
who founded Israel and took 
over parts of Palestine was a 
factor In causing him to assas¬ 
sinate Kennedy who had sided 
with the Israelis, according to 
Diamond. 

SpeciflcBlly. Sirhan was 
I t^sessed with the idea that 
Kennedy promised to send 50 
Phantom jet boinbera to Israel 
If he were elected pi'esldent. 

ONE NIGHT 

Fitts asked Diamond if It 
were nut true that Sirhan had a 
! "structured story" about wan¬ 
dering into the Ambassador 
Hotel aindesi^ on the night 
Kennedy was shot. 

Diamond answered with a wry 
sinfle that Sirt>an "concDcted a 
story tt»at couldn’t posslbiy help 
him — he was wilUng to admit 
he Idled Ketnedy, hates him 
and cainied out tiie aasasslna- 
tlon to jwevent him from 


becoming presddent and keeping 
the bombers from Israel." 

During the afternoon session. 
Fitts asked Diamond if he 
believed Sirhan t<M the "gosipel 
tnith" when he caik! he left the 
tai^t range June 4 with Ms 
gun ftdly loaded. 


"I don't believe I know the 
gospel truth about this case in 
its entirety," said I^amcHid. "I 
tried to reconstnjet it under the 
mnat probable rircumstances of 
how this ervne was oomm- 
Itted,"

STOCKHOLM (Reuters) — 
A television play by famed 
movie director Ingmar Berg¬ 
man, which Included erotic¬ 
ism, sadistic whipping and 
potent dialogue, led to a 
flurry of protests in Sweden 
Wednesday. 

The Swedish Broadcasting 
Co. was bombarded with calls 
from outraged viewers after 
showing of the play Tuesdaft 
night, in which a bare- 
breasted girl makea wild, 


hysterical love to a judge, 
who dies. 

Bergman, one of the world's 
best-known movie directors, 
told viewers before it started 
that any one who was the 
least bit sensitive should read 
B good book instead of 
watching. 

The play, written and 
financed by Bergman in his 
television debut, was screened 
simultaneously in Denmark, 
Norway and Finland while

Entitled The Rite, It depicts 
the lives of three travelling 
mime artists In a Roman 
Catholic country who are 
accused of obscenity in their 
show. 

The judge .demands a pri¬ 
vate performance in his office 
late one evening, and the 
artists—played by Bergman 




movie regulars Erik Hell, 
Gunnar Bjoemstrand and 
Ingrid Thulin — take the 
opportunity to revenge them¬ 
selves on the censor, the critic 
and the ’ spokesman of a 
bourgeois society that con¬ 
tains everything they despise. 

The scene opens with the 
lashing of the judge's feet and 
■r.ulmlnatpa In the love scene 
with the bare-breasted girl. 

Earlier, the girl makes love 
to <me of the artists — 


although Bergman portrays It 
by perfectly studi^ sugges¬ 
tion — in a scene described 
by some viewers as the most 
permissive ever allowed on a 
television screen. 

The play ends with short 
screened sentences saying: 
"Dr. Abrahamsspn the juri'je 
really died. The tluee artists 
were accused of his murder, 
taken to court and fined. Then 
they went away for a summer 
holiday.**

The topic of the moment In many 
gardens is potato planting. NUkubTi a 
few tnave soids may have already put 
in their early vartetiea, mnst of lis atil 
have the Jc^ ahead of us. (^ce the 
eariies are in, we can be a fait more 
leisurely over the maineiop spuds. 

Success in growing eariy potatoes 
depends a lot on the selealion of good 
•eed — a good strain of a good variety, 
and seed tubers Iree from <hsease — 
then in giving them a head start by pre> 
qiroudng them before planti^. 

As 1 pointed out eatlier In the year, 
etdvence apitouling serves several very 
usehd puipoees, and not the least of 
these M that ft makes the detection of 
diseased or otherwise unsuitable seed 
potatoes. For example, kdiers which 
have suffered from a chUing wiU 
produce tMn, weak eprouts which never 
devek^ into husky pients nor make a 
utisfactory ercg». 

k * * 

Tubers vshlch fail to epmut at aH in 
their spTDUla?^ trays shjuld go to the 
indnerator. There is something seri¬ 
ously wrong here which might possibly 
spread to the whole crop and oould even 
contaminate your garden soil. 

Most vegetable crops produce poorly 
unless the ground is worked over well in 
advance of planting time, but not the 
potato. This is one vegetable that may 
be planted in freMy worked bc^I; in 


fact, it is quite posable to do your 
digging and your planting in one 
operation. 

When your acil Is in good working 
condition — neither too wet nor too dry 
— take out furrows or trenches five 
inches deep and 20 indies apart. It is a 
good idea to run a pronged cultivator 
through the bottnm of the trench to 
loosen the soil a bit. 

★ k k 

If you eprouted your seed potatnes as 
I adv^ed earider, )oDk them over just 
before planting and nJb oCf all but the 
two strongest sprouts on each kiber. Set 
these In the loose soil in the bottem of 
the tren^, spacing them 16 inches 
apart. 

« If you didn't get around to sprMJfing 
your early seed potatoes, bung them In 
anyway. Any speoiznens larger than a 
Grade “A" Large «CS ntay be cut in 
half, making sure there are sprouting 
eyes In each portion. 

On top of the tubers In the Shallow 
trench, dump in all the old manure, 
compost, leafmould or half-rotted 
organic matter that you can lay your 
hands «t. That pie of leaves you raked 
up last fall ahmdd be in just about the 
right condition for this job. 11108 layer 
of haif-rotted rubbikh Is most important 
if you are to harvest scab-free potatoes. 

Two points to note especially are, 
first, that the stuff doean’t have to be 
compietely rotted, as for other vege¬ 


tables; and second, it goes into ttis 
trentdi ON TOP ctf the seed, pieces 
rather than under them. lUs is beoBUie 
the roots, when they ft«m, wii be at 
the base of the shoots, where the 
sprouts emerge fnem the seed piece, 
rather than from the bottom the seed 
potato, litter placed beflew the seed is 
<4 no use at all to these roots. 

Next, make with the fertiOizer, 
scattering about one cupful per runtting 
yard of trench on top of the layer of 
organic rubbish. This wil wak its way 
down w6th the soil water and will 
become avalleble to the roots when they 
most need a UfL

Two precautions here: Do NOT lue a 
lawn fe^izer, or you wll get dl leaves 
and no spuds. Do NOT use hen manure 
on potatoes, as it encourages soabby 
skSns. Special potato fer^zers are 
available from the garder^'^centres; 
suitable formulas are S-IW. 14-14-7, 6-&-6. 

Fmaily, fill in your trench wHh ttie 
draw hoe. Personally, 1 think there Is 
some advantage in doing tins filKng-in 
on the instalment i4an, coveeing the 
titter with about an inch of soil now and 
addBng more graduaily as the shoots 
make their appearance above ground. 

Don’t cover the growing tips — 
unless a late frost MmuM threaten — 
hut puH earth up around the stems with 
the hoe until they are growing out of a 
ntostantiti ridge. 


Mulligan in Stew 


WASHINGTON-My friend, 
MidUgan, was in a stew, "I'm 
getting tick of all this 'pub¬ 
lic’s right to know’ business." 

"What are you talking 
kbout?" I asked him.

He says dw honor has given the 
black man "a little dignity.**

Officially the new lord is 
“Banm Constantine of MaravaJ 
In Trinidad and Tobago and of 
Nelson In the County Palatine of 
Lancaiter.” But to most Britons 
he'll continue to be Learie Con¬ 
stantine, the eon of a Trinidad 
co«)a wtalcer who became one 
of the greatest cricket players 
of all time. 


The Queen ctwiferred a life 
peerage on him in the last New 
Year's honors list and he enters 
the House as a supporter of 
Prime Minister Wilson's Ijibor 
government. 


Conatantine, now 67, added 
the name Nelaon to his title be¬ 
cause he lived in that I^nca- 
sldre cotton town vriien he first 
came to England aa a cricketer 
in 1928. 

He played for the West Indies 
in 13 matches against En^nd 
and was renowned ftM- his pow¬ 
erful hitting and fast bo^^dlng. 

After the Second World War, 
he was hi^t commiaBicner In 
London for the 'ntnklad and To¬ 


bago govermnent. A aiKcenaful 
lawyer, he now U a mesnber of 
the British govemment’a Race 
Relations Board end a governor 
of the SBC. 

Constantine said his Ufa peer¬ 
age is broader than a personal 
honor. 

*'It Is the most appreciated eK 
fort the Wilson government 
oould have done to giv^ the 
black man a little dignity,’* he 
said.

It has 
already plnlged a $1,000 deben¬ 
ture to help launch the Van¬ 
couver scheme, which is to be 
built on 6.6 acres of land set 
aside by the city. 

The Victoria Labor Council 
discussed the possibility of 
membership in the organization 
at its last monthly meeting, but 
no action was taken at that 
time.

The program came 
to B.C. two years ago and, 
according to Mr. English, is 
making more progress In this 
province than anywhere else. 


The movement has been 
steered in the main part by 
various credit unions and co¬ 
operatives, with labor coming 
into the picture afterward. 
Oiurch groups have also be¬ 
come involved. 

The project at Port Albemi Is 
made up of two, three and four- 
bedroom units. 

As an example of cost to the 
house-buyer, Mr. English said, a 
three-bedroom house with car¬ 
port, electric heating and four 
major ai^liances was being sold 
for $17,000, with a down pay¬ 
ment of only $850.
